To  the  best  of  our  knowledge  this  is  the  only  example  of  the  Honduran 
20  Resos  struck  during  the  Twentieth  Century.  It  would  seem  that  there  teas 
only  one  die  for  the  denomination.  It  was  first  prepared  in  1887,  overstruck  for 
1888,  and  overstruck  again  for  the  issue  of  1908.  In  the  latter  instance  the  date 
teas  modified  by  punching  in  the  190  over  the  old  date,  leaving  the  final  figure  8 
rather  smidler  than  the  other  numerals. 

W e can  locate  only  two  auction  appearances  of  the  20  Resos  1888  over  1887. 
The  same  coin  was  involved  in  both  cases.  It  was  last  sold  in  1970  by  Henry 
Christensen  for  $2,750.00.  In  our  opinion  the  1908  over  1888  should  realize 
$5,000.00  or  more.  THERE  IS  A STRONG  LIKELIHOOD  THAT  IT  IS  THE 
RAREST  GOLD  COIN  OF  THE  CENTRAL  AMERICAN  SERIES.
